NEW YORK—(A1)—The broad ex- 


panse of the South Atlantic—or pos- 
sibly the Indian Ocean—cloaked the 
fate Monday of 120 Americans, 81 
other passengers, and 120 crewmen 
aboard the 8,299-ton Egyptian pas- 
senger liner Zamzam, reported sunk on 
a voyage from New York to Alex- 
andria, Egypt. 


Aside from the bare Alexandria an- 


nouncement that the ship had gone 
to the bottom after leaving Recise, 
Brazil, 
on 
April 0 for Capetown, 


South Africa, her next stop, there 
was no definite word of what hap- 
pened to the 32-year-old motorship.

Everything that makes 
Petain a 


good soldier makes him a bad polit- 
ician. Not only does he dislike politics, 
but he has no political sense, and 
will fail for the most specious argu- 
ments of men like Darlan and Laval. 
Thus he has been persuaded that 
"loyal cooperation with the Reich" 
could be carried through without any 
hostile act against France's former 
Allies. He has an intense dislike for 
liberal views and a dreadt of com- 
munism, yet has surrounded 
him- 


self with men who have no use for 
Democi acy and who have uers laded 
him that he should collaborate with

It added the report that Hess' wife 


"was arrested two days ago.'1 


Ho'wever, dispatches received by the

effect that Frau Hess Is not involved 
n the investigation. The dispatch snic 
she hnd been observed at her hus- 
jand's office the last two days, nnc 
.hat she was unmolested and ncom- 
panied only a chauffeur. 


"The Stockholm correspondent o 


the independent French agency re- 
ports that Hitler has prohibited any 
travel, even for private purposes, bj 
people in his entourage," the broad- 
cast said. "The correspondent says 
that this has prevented Field Marshal 
Gocring from going on a hunting trip 
he had planned."

honor," I believe he meant that he 
would never take up arms against 
his former ally, that he would never 
give Hitler naval or military as- 
sistance against England. I may be 
mistaken but I believe that so long 
as Marshal Petain is at the • helm, 
France will never give xip her fleet 
nor cede her naval bases in North 
Africa. For he has said, "Hitler can 
occupy all France and imprison me, 
he can denounce the armistice, but 
he can do naught against the word 
of a Marshal of France." 


Pierre Laval is a very different sort 


of person. He was born a poor white 
of the poorest, in the mountains of 
Auvergne. But he was a brilliant 
child. The cure of his native village 
taught him Latin and when, as a 
little butcher-boy, he delivered his 
rounds of meat he was never without 
a class book. 


He studied by day and he studied 


by night.'He got a scholarship, went 
to Paris, came out on top of every 
exam, was called to the bar, went 
into politics, was elected 'mayor of 
Aubervilliers, then a Deputy, posed as 
an extreme socialist and took fat fees 
as a corporation lawyer. When his 
daughter married into the nobility, 
Laval gave her a dowry of half a 
million dollars. 


Laval is one of the cleverest men 


in France. He has a dominating per- 
sonality. His versatility and capacity 
for work are almost without limit 
He claims to be a realist like Hitler, 
Stalin and Mussolini. He never both- 
ers about prniciples, never having had 
any. National honor, the plighted word 
mean nothing to him, and he would 
have greeted with a smear Patrick 
Henry's immortal cry, "Give me Lib- 
erty or give me Death!" 


Laval has thrown in his lot with 


Hitler. Although he knew that lin- 
ing up France with the Axis meant 
dishonor and virtual bondage, he car- 
ed not. He was willing to give Ger- 
many the French fleet, and to agree 
to a German-French-Japanese con- 
dominium in North Africa. 


Convinced of England's eventual de- 


feat, openly hoping for the same as 
a personal victory or revenge, Laval, 
in the presence of American news- 
papermen, told a number of German 
correspondents that he hoped within 
a fort-night that they would send 
him post cards from London. That 
was early last July. 


A clash between Petain and Laval 


was simply inevitable. The slow cau- 
tion of the French peasant instinctive- 
ly distrusted the hyperdynamic react- 
ions of the intuitive politician. 


Political-Minded Military Man 


When the break came it was brought 


about by Admiral Darlan. 


Darlan did not oust Laval because 


he disagreed with Laval's anti-Bri- 
tish and pro-German policy. He oust- 
ed Laval because he wanted Laval's 
job, and to make sure that ho would 
succeed 
Petain us the 
matter 
of 


France. 


Darlan is nothing like as able a 


man as Laval, but he is ambitious 
and believes that he is cleverer than 
he really is. He is the son of Senator 
Darlan, who sat for the Department 
of Lot et Garonne, and was minister 
of public education in the closing 
years of the nineteenth century. His 
father was a typical Gascon, a boast- 
ful, 
intriguing opportunist. He mar- 


ried a Bretonne of an old sea-faring 
family. Young Darlan inherited his 
father's flame and /intensity of feel- 
ing, 
his mother's 
taciturnity and 


tenacity. 


He will never forgive England for 


having crippled the French fleet at 
Oran. When he delivered the funeral 
oration of the men who lost their 
lives, he said, "Our sailors would 
'doubtless have preferred to die in 
a fair fight rather than perish as- 
sassinated.' 


But if he hates England, he hates 


Germany even more. He has tried 
and tried hard to get the Germans 
to accept him in the place of Laval, 
but so far without success, and since 
he must placate the Germans he has 
continually urged the Marshal to un- 
bend and to cooperate with the Ger- 
mans in the political as well as in 
the economic sphere, 


Darlan is more of a politician than 


any other of France's military lead- 
ers. He has imagination and shrewd- 
ness. That is why he managed to 
maintain himself as Chief of Staff 
under five French Ministers of the 
Navy as conflicting in politics and 
temperament as 
Leygues, 
Dumont, 


Pietri, Gasnicr-Duparc and Campin- 
! chi. 


But so long as Marshal Petain re- 


tains his strength and a lucid mind, 
he will not re-enter the war on the 
side of Germany no. matter how lur 
he goes 
in 
political 
collaboration,
